Mitch ell declin ed a seat on th e stage, 
sayin g th at h e came as a delegate 
from h is old local at Sprin g Valley, 
111., an d w'ould seat h imself with th e 
delegates of th at state, w h ereat th ere 
w-as more ch eerin g from th e Illin ois 
delegates. 
In a brief speech Mitch ell 
said th at h e h ad come h ere with out 
an y precon ceived ideas respectin g th e 
difficulties before th e con ven tion an d 
th at h e in ten ded to be guided in w h at 
h e does by h is con viction s of duty. 
Frien ds of Lewis do n ot kn ow- wh at 
to make of Mitch ell’s comin g. He h ad 
n ot been reported as a delegate, an d it 
was plain ly th e in ten t of th ose wh o 
sen t h im to m ake h is appearan ce a 
surprise.
